At the present moment, with the armies of 
China and J»pao standing opposlte each other 
“armed to the teeth,” no subject of greater 
loterest than an examination into the condilion 
of thelr respective farces could well be found ;— 
for there can be little doubt that, in the event of 
{ts coming to blows, the quatrel will have to to 
fought out on serra firma; a naval engagement, 
whatever {ts regult, will bardly yleld a» fica! 
solution af the dispute, and so. the condition of 
the navy.is of only secondary interest. Thetime 
bas therefore come for a close examination. into 
the land forces of the respecilve countries.

A few yeas ago the armament and tralaing of 
the Infantry were so better than they were at the 
Ume ofthe Taiping rebellion. H. E. Lt Hung: 
chang waa the first Viceroy who ventared not 
only to employ Enropean instructors,—this had 
heen d- ne he fore,—but energetically tu carry out 
their proposals, The Central Goverament did 
not regard the innovation unfivourably, since 
General Gordon, with hin " Ever-Victorfous * 
army of 4,000 men, had given proof of what a 
corps led In Ev-opean fashion can do, During 
the Talping rebellion thls bad been te mato 
stay of the Emperor and his throne. Americans, 
Engllsb, Germans and Frenchmen bed served 
in this corps, whose strength consisted In their 
disclpilne. : 

French officers had acted as instructors fn the 
Chinese army for many years, of whom {t Is well 
known that thelr accivity manifested itself in 
every vosslble direction with the excepilon of 
drill, The road far-German Influence was opened 
by the Tientsin Commlsstoner of Customs, Mr, 
Detrlog, the confidant of Lt Hung-chang, through 
whom he was not without influence opon the 
decisions of the Conrt at Peking. By his advice 
the central government pressed apon the Vice- 
rovs in cach province the engagement of German 
officers, 

Two things, however, hindered the reform of 
mllitary admfoistration in China: the connerva- 
tive character of the people themselves and the 
spirit of opposition in the Chinese.officess. ‘The 
Chinese civillsation Is the oldest in the world 
and, the more we learn to know this people, tho 
more we see how astonieblagly slight Is the 
impression made upon thém by our European. 
culture. It may be possible to replaca their 
antiquated weapcns with those of European 
construcifon, but absolutely impossible to force 
upon them the spirit of our modern milltary 
education in the slightest degree. 

The military calllng enjoys in China tess con- 
sideration than any other occupation whatsoever. 
The wu-Auan (milltary official) stands behind 
his colleague of the clvll service, Promotion'ls 
by favour. Any sort of scientific training, even 


Chinese, Is not demanded of an officer; the | 


higher posts are sold,‘the lower awarded to 
friends and relations. » Few even know anything 
of practical ‘service (except possibly in the 
old-fashioned Chinese corps), Add to this 
that the principle rales in China that every 
Chinese who has passed bls exaniination in 
the classics in fit, for the blghest posts fn 
the admiolstratlon, be It in the Army, in the 
Navy, or onthe bench of Jostics; and so the 
highest posts te the army may come'to be filled 
by officlals who know absolutely nothing of war. 
Under conditions of such a nature ft fs the 
work of Sisyphus to fight against the oldrextating 
methods, (deas and habits, These break throug’ 
everywhere when an opening Is afforded them. 
If we desire to discover what has been effected 
so far, we must tok~ a look at the anclent Chinese 
drill. This contlsts in the formation of close 
masses, By thrse {t is sought, without any 
altempt fo take sdvantage of the ground, to force 
the enemy to give way by massed fire, without 
attempting any determined attack to crash the 
enemy, When the Chinese Geaeral discovered 
thet these tactics were powerless against a 
Furopean foe (they didn’t even know how to 
make use of thelr uew weapons), they reverted 
ta the bow and a'rorz thedry, withdrew into thelr 
camp and awaited the :attack-with closed doors, 
Of. course nelther mud walla nor gates could 
withstand artillery, one camp avter another was 
taken by storm- for, according to pare Chinese 
rules of war, not’one of the camps within the 
range of fire would dream of coming to the ald 
of a hardly pressed ‘neighbour, A recent 
exerclse of the Canton infantry was conducted 
ax follows: the ‘troors were musket and 
lance-b:arers mixed; the former armed 
with muzzle lorders, the latter with lances 
twenty feet in length, Esch section carried two 
banners—an excellent mark fortheenemy, All 
the evolutions wera directed by a big gong 
statlored ‘to the front.
